lhe recital in the Chapel of Phillips Acad 
emy on Sunday afternoon at 4.30 will be 
played by Russell B. Kingman of Orange 
N. J. Mr. Kingman is president of the 
American Metal Textile Corporation and is 
at the same time an extremely fine cellist. He 
possesses, and will use on Sunday, the 
famous “Archinto” violoncello made by 
Stradivarius in 1689, one of the five Stradi 
varius celli, and one of the finest violon 
cellos in existence. Its history is as follows 

his instrument was made by Stradivarius 
for Count Archinto and formed part of the 
(Quartette of Stradivarius Instruments in the 
famous collection of Rare Works of Art of the 
Archinto Museum 

The Archinto family, one of the oldest of 
the Italian nobility, dates back to the Elev 
enth Century, Count Guiseppe Archinto was, 
during the 17th Century, the personal 
Ambassador for His Holiness, the Pope, to 
France, Germany and other European coun 
tries. He was a famous man of letters and 
patron of arts to whom the well known 
| Alessandro Rolla dedicated many of his 
compositions of chamber music. His collec 


tion of rare instruments was well known and 


is now mentioned in various encyclopaedias 
his cello in particular, which Stradivarius 
| made for him, is specified as the finest instru 
ment of his entire collection. Hill’s famous 
| book on the Life of Stradivarius makes 


bears the original label dated 1689. It is mace
